protection in an A-bomb attack 
were explained to teachers of the 
public schools’ yesterday by 
Albert Cole Jr., civil defense 
director. 

Using the pamphlet ‘‘Protection 
from the Atomic bomb’’ issued by 
the state civil defense agency, 
Mr. Cole briefed the teachers on 
the steps to take where there is 
no warning of the attack, what to 
do when there is an air raid warn- 
ing, and what to do after the 
attack. 

The necessary preparations to 
be made at the home such as 
picking out the best shelter, how 
to shut off gas, water and elec- 
tricity were all explained, Today 
the teachers will start passing on 
this information to the pupils and 
will distribute pamphlets to them 
so that they, in turn, may explain 
all of these precautions at their 
homes. 

In this way the pamphlets will 
be distributed to about half the 
families in town, Mr. Cole esti- 
mates. In order to reach the 
others Mr. Cole suggests that any- 
one not having a child in school 
can call his office or send a post

Approve Chap. 90 
Work For Andover 


Among the construction projects 
approved for Essex county under 
Chapter 90, programs are two for 
Andover, one on Lowell street, and

On the Haverhill street project the 
state will pay $7000, the county 
and town $3500 each; on the

The policy of Punchard High 
school in regard to awarding 
diplomas to any who are forced to 
leave for military service or who 
leave voluntarily before graduation 
was explained to the school com- 
mittee Tuesday night by Head- 
master Harold Howe 2nd, 

While boys of 18 must register 
for the draft none at present are 
subject to call until 19, or until 
he has completed high school. 
Congress is considering an ex- 
tension of the draft law at present 
to include service for 18-year-olds 
but has not enacted such a law. 

In view of these considerations 
the policy of the school as out- 
lined by Mr. Howe will be as 
follows: 

1. All students will be urged to 
complete their senior high school 
work, This is the most construc- 
tive thing they can do from their 
own point of view and from the 
point of view of their value to. the 
armed services. It will benefit 
them both during and after military 
service. 

2. Students who leave high 
school before the end of their 
senior year may be granted a 
diploma. Such grants will depend 
(a) Their standing at the time of 
withdrawal from school (b) Their 
past school records (c) Presenta- 
tion of evidence that they have 
joined the armed forces of the 
United States, Decisions on this 
matter will be made by a board of 
three—Kenneth L, Sherman, super- 
intendent of schools, Harold 
Howe, 2nd. headmaster, and Ber- 
nard M. Kellmurray, director of 
guidance. In general, no grant of 
a diploma will be made to a stu- 
dent who withdraws before the 
middle of his senior year or to a 
student whose standing in school 
is unsatisfactory at the time of 
withdrawal. Each case will be 
considered on its own merits,

In the field of sweeping generalities, Mr. Herman quotes this 
picture of America from a piece in the New Times, a Soviet 
weekly: ‘‘A handful of plutocrats wallow in wealth and enjoy 
unlimited power, while tens of millions of ordinary people suffer 
privation and oppression.....In their crusade against all pro- 
gressive-minded Americans, the monopolists are out to turn the 
United States into a land of police bludgeons and torture cham- 


bers.

Briefly, the pamphlet says that 
if you have had no warning of an 
attack and you see a flash of light 
brighter than the sun, don’t run, 
fall flat on your face just as fast 
as you can. Drop close to a wall 
if possible, cover up, stay down 
until the blast has passed, and 
then get under the-heaviest cover 
nearby, 

If in a car stop as fast as you 
can, set the emergency brake and 
dive for the floor. If indoors drop 
to the floor to avoid flying glass, 

Other information regarding the 
things to do after a blast are also 
outlined in the pamphlet, Mr, Cole 
has received about enough to dis- 
tribute one to a family.
